The working kit should include 
saucepan, masher, paring knife, a mix- 
ing bowl, two bowls for eggs, egg heat- 
er, measuring cup, sifter, teaspoon, nut 
cracker, spatula, large spoon, loaf pan, 
thermometer, clock, cake rack. A pan 
of water may be useful in the oven. 
First peel two or three potatoes thinly 
and boil in the saucepan until tender, 
drain, mash and salt to taste. Keep 
hot until needed. 

Crack the nuts and break or cut 
coarsely with a knife. Measure. Grease 
the loaf pan and line with greased 
brown paper. Sift the flour, baking 
powder and spices together. Light che 
Over. 

Work the butter to a cream in the 
mixing bowl and gradually cream in 
the sugar. Stir in the slightly beatcn 
ezg yclks, and then the hot, mashed 
potatcss. No other liquid will be re- 
quired. Beat well. Fold in the cocoa 
and tne Luts. Whip the egg whiies 
stiff. 

Lightly stir the sifted flour, baking 
powder, spices into the cake and tnen™ 
fold in the stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Pour the cake into loaf tin and set in. 
the modefsate cven. 

The cake will be done when it 
shrinks from the sides of the pan, or’ 
springs back when touched lightly by 
the fimger. Remove to the cake rack and

PARIS, June, 
Dor Bosco 
e One day ingthe seventies a. young 
priest ‘vas taking leave of Don Bosco, 
> whose guest he had been at the 
Mother House of the Salesian Fa- 
thers at Turin. “How can Ithank you 
for your kindness to me?” he asked. 
“What can I do to show my gratt- 
tude?” “Never fear,” answered Don 
Yosco. “When the time comes you 
will do great things for me.” Some 
fifty years later the “young pricst” 
became Pope Pius XI.. and recently 
he beatified Don Bosco prepara- 
tory to placing him on the roll of 
saints. The brief of beatification was 
read in St. Peter's on Sunday 
morning: and this being done, a 
picture of Dor Bosco in the glory of 
Paredise was cxposed to the homage 
of 100,000 pilgrims who had come 
from every part of Italy and from 
foreign lands to honor the memory 
of the great founder of orphanages, 
schools and foreign missions. Masses 
~vere celebrated at every altar in St. 
Peter's. The Pope was not present at 
the morning ceremony. The scene 
was presided over- by the bronze 
statue of St. Peter, aitired in full 
pontificals and blazing with precious 
stones. The Pope visited the “Gloria” 
of Don Bosco in the afternoon, car- 
ried tnto St. Peter’s in his gestatorial 
chair, accompanied by sixty Cardi- 
nals, by the Knights of Malta, and 
of the Holy Sepulchre, and members 
of the Papal Court. At night the 
facade and cupola of the Basilica 
were splendidly illuminated.

Turk Press 
Hard Hit 
A severe “slump” in the circula- 
tion of some of the Turkish news- 
papers and magazines has followed 
the introduction of the Western al- 
phabet in Turkey by the order of 
Mustapha Kemal. Although the new 
Turkish Government has spent large 
sums of money in instructing the 
people of the country in the mean- 
ing of the Western characters, these 
schools for adults have not succeeded 
yet in turning out more than a million 
and a half readers. The result is that 
the daily newspapers have sustained 
an average fall of some 50 per cent. 
in their sales, while a number of the 
magazines have gone altogether out 
of circulation. The sales of these 
magazines ranged from 20,000 to 30,- 
000 just vrior to the change of al- 
phaiscts, but the circulation of those 
which have not disappeared altogether 
has Grc=pped most severely, in some 
instances to as low as 1,000 or even 
only 500 copies. 3

Sweden 
Celebrates 

Eleven hundred years ago St. Ans- 
garius, a Benedictine monk from the 
monastery of Corbey on the River 
Weser in Germany, was sent by King 
Lewis the Pious to Birka, then 
capital of Sweden, where for the first 
time in history the Christian faith 
was preached to the Swedes, and the 
Swedish nation this summer will 
celebrate the anniversary. Birka, once 
a flourishing Swedish city but now 
@ peaceful and rural farming district, 
was founded about the year A. D. 
790, on the Island: of Bjoerkoe, in 
the Lake Maelar in Central Sweden 
and prospered for a couple of hun- 
dred years, until some time in the 
eleventh century its citizens, by 
royal decree, were ordered to move 
to Sigtuna, another ancient and by 
now almost extinct Maelar town, 
where the ruins of not less than 
eleven churches tell their tale of past 
grandeur. When in the eleventh 
century Olaf, the first baptized 
Swedish King, came into power, he 
found Birka too heathen and removed 


, the citizens to Sigtuna, where they 


had to adopt the Christian faith, in- 


fluenced by the King’s able Englisn 
missionaries, and later on the royal 
capital was finally removed to 
Stockholm.

Add glycerine to the camphor water, 
drop by drop, thoroughly mixing the 
two ingredients. Pour the powdered 
borax into the above mixture, stirring 
the entire contents. Lastly, shake 
well, bottle and cork tightly. 

When applying this lotion, lightly 
pat it over the skin, uslng small pads 
of absorbent cotton for the purpose, 
or a soft towel. Let the mixture 
dry on the skin and it will leave a 
highly becoming “‘dull finish.” Inci- 
dentally, it “takes” powder beautifully. 

The above suggestions are, of course, 
but superfictal aids to looking cool. 
If, however, one is really to be cool, 
the utmost care must be exercised in 
choosing warm weather foods. The 
diet should include little if any red 
meat, and abundance of fresh fruit 
and vegetables. a minimum of bread 
and plenty of milk and fruit drinks in 
place of the more usual thirst-quench- 
ers.

UN absorption for the body and 
S comfort for the individual cannot 


be attained if heavy materials 
and dark colors have been used for the 


child’s sun suits: 
Therefore, as 
against the khaki- 
colored overalls, 
made of heavy 
fabrics, the gar- 
ments illustrated 
would be prefer- 
able for summer 
wear. 

The suits have 
peen made of 
bright - flowered 
cretonnes, much 
more porous and 
comfortable than 
suits made of 
heavier materials, 
The trouser legs 
are short and loose 
enough to allow 
the sun to pene- 

trate. If the legs are made sufficiently 
short a front opening is often neces- 
sary. However, for the youngster who 
is inclined to get battered knees, the 
longer legs might be better. 

The shoulder straps, as shown In the 
illustration to the left (top), must be 
wide and must fit close enough to the 
neck, so that they will not wear down 
the middle of the shoulder nor cause 
poor posture. Perhaps the more com- 
fortable suit would be that made with 
a full back (illustrated below, left). 
@rhe overalls will be easier for the 
youngster to put on and off if the 
buttons are put toward the front.
